Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19, 21-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularity or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 

102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim 1, 7, 15, 19, 26, 30, 32, 34, 35, 38 with the 
allowable features being; the reflective sheet having a prismatic inward surface and an 
opposed outward surface with the gap between the first and second electrodes is of a 
constant width(claim 1); a support member disposed adjacent the prismatic surface so 
as to leave a plurality of channels between the prismatic surface and the support 
member, with a plurality of capsules disposed within a plurality of channels(claim 7); the 
particles have a carbon black bearing a polymer coating(claim 19); an electrophoretic 
medium has a viscosity modifier of polyisobutyleneat least some of the plurality of 
particles are attached to the reflective sheet by flexible filaments(claim 26); the 
conditional formula pertaining to aspect ratio of the flat plates and prism(claim 30); the 
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electrode having an insulating layer with a low refractive index(claim 32); a plurality of 
cross walls extending from the reflective sheet to the rear support(claim 34); the 
electropertic medium having first and second phase plates(claim 35); the particles have 
at least one light scattering or light absorbative center( claim 38). Therefore claims 1-19, 
21-38 are allowed.
